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Late-flowering Tulips are most effective when planted in the formal garden in irregular clumps of 25 and 50 of a 
kind, in accordance with a definite scheme of color harmeny or contrast. The four varieties which we picture above 
have been especially chosen for a fresh unhackneyed color combination and will make a superb picture in any garden. 
The clumps should be arranged at p’anting-time so as to leave irregular spaces at the edges of the beds in order that 
pansy plants may be set out in early April to provide a pleasing low-growing border plant. The varieties featured 
above are illustrated in the following order.

CULTURE: Bulbs should be planted 5 to 6 inches deep and not less than 5 inches 
apart. Sand to the depth of one-half inch at the base of the bulbs will amply 
saad repay the trouble by the provision for drainage during wet weather. For forcing 
‘cae bulbs should be planted as soon as received, and the flowers appear to better 
advantage if pots a trifle deeper than the ordinary bulb-pans are used. We rec 
ommend what are termed Azalea-pots for this purpose. A temperature of 55 to 
60 degrees is recommended, for if allowed to “come gently,’’ larger flowers and 
longer stems may be had. 


Should we cover our Tulips? Tulips are the easiest of bulbous plants to grow 
We advise, however, against covering them with any kind of mulch. In the first 
place, the bulbs do not require warmth. Mulches provide ideal nesting-places for 
field-mice who seem to like to eat the bulbs. In mild winters mulches encourage 
premature growth. Greater damage is done to Tulips by poor drainage than cold 
weather. Our suggestion is to make sure of a well-drained location for success 
with Tulips.

Many varieties are termed ‘‘stem- 
rooters,”” that is, they develop roots on the stem up to 2 or 3 inches from the ground. These 
roots are voracious feeders, and on them depend greatly the number and size of flowers.
